Eastern newspapers ars finding the 
action of certain Southern Plates ta 
respect to changing the confuter ser­ 
vice system m atter for extended crit­ 
icism. 
Especially is the commenda­ 
tion of the Southern press for the or­ 
der of the government that win put 
an end to th* us* by thee* In the ser­ 
vice of their positions to foster pri­ 
vate enterprise* and private gala ta 
the countries of their station comment­ 
ed on as part of the South's plan to 
"fit in" a reorganised system, a change 
In the appointive method that will 
’’give Southern men a chance" 
As a 
m atter of fact, this order has been 
commended merely because it Is con­ 
sidered elevatlve of the nature of the 
service rendered by consuls; no con­ 
sul can do his full duty ae the rep­ 
resentative of a nation when his per­ 
sonal interests Impel him to stretch 
pointe of International relations In or­ 
der to keep the friendship of the na­ 
tion to which he is sent, and ta which 
his personal profit Usa. 


Several Southern senators have now 
shown their hands in a way calculated 
to dem onstrate that Dr. Harlan was 
a true prophet (the Boston Transcript 
claims.)

ton also worked in New York on the 
Herald for several years.

done politics and war and aviation. In 
fact he holds the honor of having 
been, he thinks, the first layman to 
try a flight In an aeroplane. He went 
up with Paulhan at 8an Diego, Cal., 
three years. 
Pedigo a Veteran. 
At the war department I* found the 
first veteran among the private secre­ 
taries of th* new administration. W al­ 
ter R. Pedigo began his career as

Many and important are the duties 
of the private secretary of the cabinet 
officers in Washington. Just now they 
are especially busy, Tor they stand aa 
buffers between their chiefs and such 
a horde of officeseekers aa has not 
been seen at the capital since Grover 
Cleveland went out ana William Mc­ 
Kinley took office In 1897. 
The duties of the private secretary 
are more onerous, lf not more im ­ 
portant, at the beginning of an ad­ 
ministration than at any other time, 
says the New York Sun. Also In most 
instances in the present adm inistra­ 
tion th* private secretaries, like the 
men they serve, are new to 
their 
places. 
As Mr. Bryan is premier of the cab­ 
inet, so to his new secretary falls the 
honor of being premier of the corps of 
private secretaries 
This honor came 
not through seniority. There are other 
private secretaries who have been in 
service many years, while Manton M. 
Wyvell was appointed only recently. 
But he is rapidly acquiring experience, 
for regardless of the fact that the ap­ 
pointing powers of the secretary of 
state are the most limited of any of 
the ten cabinet ministers, the principal 
attack of the officeseekers has centered 
about Mr. Bryan’s office. 
It requires 
n man of cast iron nerve and extended 
experience in the buffer business to fill 
the im>« it Ion of .private secretary to 
William J 
Bryan. 
Picked for Fidelity. 
Secretary Bryan picked Mr. Wyvell 
on the ground, primarily, of his per­ 
sonal fidelity. 
Mr. Myveil is a Bryan 
devotee.

England** Monarch Is Well Supplied 
With Regal Seats. 
(From H arper's W eekly.) 
King George ha* six thrones. One 
would naturally suppose th at the kins 
would "sit upon bin throne” at W ind­ 
sor—th at thnt, so to si>cak, would be 
the “ofriclal" throne. 
W hile, however, 
there are both a throne and a throne 
loom in that ancient po lace the W ind­ 
sor throne is probably the very last 
one of all whereon one might find the 
English 
sovereign. 
The 
throne 
a t 
Buckingham palace Is the more gener­ 
ally used, 
inasm uch us 
the 
greater 
num ber of cerem onial functions occur 
there. 
The kings of England may be Bald to 
have a set of thrones. 
In the case of 
m e throne—(he coronation chair at 
W estm inster Abbey—he certainly uses 
it but once. 
Tole la the w orm -eaten, 
battered, lion-footed old oak settle th at 
contains the “Stone of D estiny.” Upon 
it since the days of Edw ard II. have 
been crowned all the rulers of England. 
This chair might very well he calle t 
the “throne of the B ritish em pire,” 
since it Is by far the m ost ancient of 
the English thrones. To be crowned 
the ru ler m ust sit upon this throne, 
and no other. 
One may be sure of one thing how ­ 
ever. In this connection —no king of 
F,ngtand or anyone else for that m at­ 
ter. would voluntarily seek a seat on 
this ancient throne more than once, 
since It is a decidedly uncom fortable 
resting place. 
It stands, year in and 
year out, in the chapel of Edw ard the 


Confessor, end it is rem oved only on 
the occasion of a coronation. 
Then, 
covered w ith gold brocade, It Is set un ­ 
der the lectern betw een the choir and 
the altar. 
The throne w ith w hich the British 
public is m ost fam iliar is th at which 
stands upon a dais to th e . house of 
lords. 
Te houses of Parliam ent con­ 
tain another throne—th at In the king’s 
robing room. 
This is en.ployed by the 
king when he is donning his regal 
garb previously to entering the house 
of peers to read his speech. 
A nother throne is that a t Bt. J a m rtf 
palace, which is a very ordinary look- 
) lng building at the foot of St. Jam es 
street. 
This throne is a very hand­ 
some one, standing under a m agnifi­ 
cent and ornate cannopy. 
It is here 
th at the foreign am bassadors who are 
credited to the Court of Bt. Jam es are 
received. 
The throne a t W indsor is unique in 
one respect. 
It is constructed entirely 
of Ivory. It was a g ift from one of th* 
princes of india.

ETERNAL VIGILANCE NECESSARY 
TO KEEP THEM AWAY PROM 
T H E HOME. 


E. E. Scholl, Entomologist, Tolls How 
to Poison tho Psst*—Sot a 
Trap. 


Austin. Te.. Many 7.—"In spite of 
the large num ber of 'roach medicines’ 
on the m arket, some of our house­ 
wives are still bothered by these In­ 
s e ts ," said Prof. R, Reboil, entom olo­ 
gist of the Texas departm ent of ag ri­ 
culture, this morning. 
“Some of these 
comm ercial m ixtures are very good, 
but persistent vigilance is necessary to 
destroy these disagreeable household 
pests. 
"There are three kinds of roaches 
th at often become very annoying in 
houses. 
T h ey are the large American 
n ach, the O riental roach, and the G er­ 
man roach of Croton bug. 
The habits 
of all of these are alike. They are vo­ 
racious feeders and devour everything 
th at contains nourishm ent. 
"W herfever possible to do so, the fu ­ 
m igation w ith hydro-cyanic acid gas 
is a sure destructive remedy against 
roaches. 
This method, however, is ex­ 
trem ely dangerous, due to the poison­ 
ous nature of the gas. 
"The drat step to take in com batting 
roaches is to close up all the places or 


retreat of the insects w ith putty, cot­ 
ton or old rags. 
Then a num ber of 
different baits should be placed where 
these Insects feed. One th at has given 
me a great deal of success consists of 
a paste m ade from equal p arts of b it­ 
ter cholocate, 
powdered 
sugar, 
and 
powdered borax. 
"A nother batt th a t Is very good con­ 
sists of sw eetened flour paste, contain­ 
ing about one or two per cent of phos­ 
phorous, and spread evenly on moist 
bread or obi dish rags. 
This and the 
above bait should be placed out late in 
the afternoon, for the roaches feed 
m ainly a t night. 
"Large num bers of the pests can be 
trapped In deep dishpans or jars con­ 
taining old m oist rags. 
Bricks long 
enough to run from the floor to the 
top of the pans should be placed so 
th at the roaches can craw l up to the 
rim of the trap, and in their attem pt to 
reach the rag they will fall into the 
pans, from w hbh they cannot escape. 
They can then be killed w ith hot w a­ 
ter. 
•‘A nother good trap consists of fruit 
Jars containng a small am ount of stale 
beer. 
Stick or straw bridges should 
also be used In connection with these 
traps, as in the case of the dishpan 
trap. 
“The following bait has been highly 
recom mended by entom ologists. 
Make 
a paste of plaster of Paris, one part, 
ordinary w heat bran 4 parts, and place 
the sam e where the roaches congre­ 
gate at night. 
H ave a few vessels 
containing clean w ater near the above 
traps, so that when they feed upon the 
plaster of P arts m ixture they will find 
w ater, which is very necessary a t th at 
time. 
“D usting the runs of the insects w ith 


buhaeh or byrethrum powder is also a 
good xray to drive the roaches from 
the prem ises. It does not, as a general 
rule, destroy the Insects. 
"W here there are a number of other 
household Insects present w ith 
tn t 
roaches. I would recommend fum iga­ 
tion, etlher w ith hydrocyanic acid gas 
or carbon bl-sulphide. 
"A careful search should be made 
'o r the egg capsules of these Insect*. 
(By destroylny these either by crushing 
or by dropping them into kerosine oil 
or hot w ater, the num ber of re b b e s 
will be greatly decreased."

wreck the ancient St. Paul's cathedral 
by a bomb early today is attributed 
to militant suffragettes. The keeper 
who conduct* sight seers through the 
massive structure, was making hi# 
round at 8 o’clock this morning when 
he heard a ticking sound near the 
high attar. 
Upon 
investigation 
he 
found hidden a heavy parcel. He im­ 
mediately placed tt In water and hand- 
ed it over to the police, who fount 
a suffragette newspaper wrapped up 
with a bomb. 
Shortly after tho discovery a t th# 
cathedral, th* police found a similar 
bomb-llke package on the steps of n 
newspaper office in Fleet street and 
a tin canister, believed to contain 
explosvles, was picked up on the steps 
of a wholesale drug establishment soar 
S t Paula 
No arrests were ms de. 
It is doubtful whether the police 
have clues to the identity to the bomb 
placers. 
Had Two D etectors. 
The bomb from the cathedral was 
examined by th* pollee and govern­ 
ment exports. It was painted black 
and contained two detonators attached 
to an electrical battery. It was Ailed 
with slugs of a substance resembling 
coni. 
There is no doubt, the police say, 
that it was placed by m ilitant suffra­ 
gettes or persons in their employ. 
The general public is adm itted to 
the choir and aisles of St. Paul’* ca­ 
thedral between ll a. rn. and 3:30 in 
the afternoon. The 
cathedral 
was 
closed entirely at « o’clock last even­ 
ing and It appears certain that the 
bomb was deposited beofre that hour. 
It was found beneath a chair 
b e­ 
tide the bishop’s throns a t th* head 
of the choir. 
The dean conducted an evening song 
near the bishop's throne last evening, 
but neither he nor the verger then 
noticed the package or heard the tick­ 
ing.

It was extinguished 
before much damage had been done. 
‘‘Small but fiendishly powerful.” Is 
the police officers description of the 
bomb. 
When it was taken to pieces 
it was found it was timed to explode 
at midnight. Apparently only a dis­ 
arrangem ent of the clock works pre­ 
vented great damage. 


Wonton Defeated Them ae! vee. 
London, May 7.—The defeat of the 
woman suffrage bill in the house of 
common! last night Is generally a t­ 
tributed by Ute morning newspapers 
to the women them selves-the militant 
ones, whose wild, lawbreaking tactics 
alienated the sympathies of suffrage 
support era 
The Times says that tbs em barrass­ 
ment the militants have Inflicted on 
the cause lev like a dead weight over 
the whole course of the debate on the 
bill in commons. 
"The change in the political barome­ 
ter cannot be mistaken. 
For some 
years past bills granting suffrage to 
women have paseed their second read­ 
ing with respectable majorities, they 
may not have been Intended to got 
any further, and we think there has 
been a good deal of hypocrisy on the 
part of some of the members who vot­ 
ed for their second reading, but that 
success has now been reversed, 
“The majority is not very large, 
but in the circumstances 
it 
is de­ 
cisive. It tells the m ilitants as plainly 
as anything can that they are on the 
wrong road if they wish to get votes 
for women.”
